Moratorium for 
new body-rub 
parlours sought 


Task force. Group 
studying issue needs 
time, says councillor 


New body-rub parlours could 
be put on six-month hiatus 
under plans for a moratorium 
Coun. Scott McKeen will ask 
council to consider on Wed¬ 
nesday. 

Metro contacted McKeen 
after receiving a tip about his 
plans and he said with a task 
force now studying the issues 
of the controversial parlours, a 
delay would make sense. 

“Let’s allow them to get 
that done before we approve 
any more licences,” he said. 

City council imposed a 
moratorium on the parlours 


and created a task force on the 
issue in the summer of 2013, 
but it lapsed earlier this year 
and new applications have 
since come forward. 

McKeen said between last 
fall’s election and the Supreme 
Court decision on prostitution, 
it was difficult for the task 
force to get down to work. 

“The Supreme’s Court de¬ 
cision on prostitution threw a 
real wrench into the works for 
a lot of people,” he said. 

He said council’s original 
moratorium was about giving 
some time to catch up and 
deal with the issues, so it only 
makes sense to re-instate it. 

“The task force is now 
about to dig into, finally, the 
meat of the work, so why don’t 
we acknowledge the spirit of 
the original moratorium?” 

Kate Quinn, with the Cen¬ 
tre to End All Sexual Exploita¬ 
tion, agreed a moratorium 
makes sense. 


“The original intention of 
the moratorium was to take a 
pause, gather some facts and 
make some recommenda¬ 
tions,” she said. 

Quinn added that with 
changes underway in the coun¬ 
try’s prostitution laws there’s a 
lot to grapple with right now. 

“As a countiy we’re waiting 
to see what the countiy de¬ 
cides on the prostitution law, 
so it makes sense to wait,” she 
said. 

Metro was unable to learn 
how many applications have 
been submitted since the 
moratorium ended, but a new 
facility was recently approved 
in the McCauley neighbour¬ 
hood, over the objections of 
residents. 

McKeen said he isn’t motiv¬ 
ated solely by that application, 
but it certainly caught his eye. 

“That application grabbed 
a lot of people’s attention,” he 
said.

City police seeing more sex 
workers from Eastern Canada 



Operation Northern 
Spotlight. National 
sting spotlights growing 
trend in Edmonton

More women are travelling 
from Eastern Canada to 
work in the city’s sex trade, 
say Edmonton police fol¬ 
lowing a nationwide human 
trafficking bust. 

As part of Operation 
Northern Spotlight, Edmon¬ 
ton police set up a sting last 
week to identify and pos¬ 
sibly rescue victims of hu¬ 
man trafficking. 

During the two-day 
undercover operation, offi¬ 
cers met with 16 sex work¬ 
ers to speak with them 
about possible ways to leave 
the industry. 

Of the 16, police say 15 
were originally from Mont¬ 
real and Toronto and rela-

tively new to Edmonton. 

“Fortunately, or un¬ 
fortunately, there were no 
underage women involved 
in the sting,” said Det. 
David Schening. “That’s a 
priority (for) us for VICE 
section, is (finding) under¬ 
age sex workers.” 

Schening said police 
have noticed a growing 
trend of sex workers com¬ 
ing to Edmonton from On¬ 
tario and Quebec. 

“We’re noticing a pat¬ 
tern where these women 
are coming to an oil-rich 
boom province, chasing the 
money,” he said. 

“I believe there’s an 
underlying reason why 
they’re here, why they’re 
chasing the money, why 


they need to make so much 
money,” Schening added, 
noting none of the women 
interviewed acknowledged 
they’d been trafficked. 

“I saw a lot of guarded 
answers.” 

As part of Operation 
Northern Spotlight, police 
services from 26 cities and 
towns worked to identify 
victims of human traffick¬ 
ing. 

In total the operation 
rescued 18 people, includ¬ 
ing a 12-year-old Winnipeg 
girl. 

Police have laid 33 char¬ 
ges against nine people, 
including forcible confine¬ 
ment, making and distrib¬ 
uting child pornography, 
assault, and trafficking in 
persons.

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Walterdale Bridge project 
planning for steel arches

Edmonton’s signature Waiter- 
dale Bridge has been slowly 
building below the ground, but 
the steel should start to take 
shape early next year. 

After re-aligning Walterale 
Hill and Queen Elizabeth Park 
Road, Byron Nicholson said the 
project team is now starting to 
look at the construction of the 
steel arches that will support 
the bridge decks. 

“2015 is going to be a veiy 
exciting year for Edmonton as 
this bridge is lifted into place,” 
he said. 

The steel structure is being 
constructed and test assembled 
in Korea and will arrive in Ed¬ 
monton towards the end of the

year. Parts of the structure will 
then be assembled on land be¬ 
fore being floated onto barges 
and then raised into the space. 

Ryan Teplitsky, the project’s 
manager, said constructing the 
arches is going to be an exciting 
part of the project. 

“It’s quite complicated there 
are 42 pieces that all have to be 


connected together, 21 on each 
side. It’s like a giant puzzle,” he 
said. 

Part of the work the city has 
also completed over this year 
has been the construction of 
thrust blocks and large anchors 
for the new arches. 

The four blocks, two on each 
side of the river, will be buried 
deep below the ground when 
the bridge is complete and will 
hold the structure in place. 

“The bottom of these thrust 
blocks are 10 metres below the 
bottom of the river,” said Tep¬ 
litsky. 

The original schedule en¬ 
visioned the steel being on site 
by now, but Nicholson said he’s 
confident the bridge will go up 
on time. 

“The contractor will work 
through the winter and spring 
to get them ready.”

Premier pledges 
more power to cities

Calgaiy and Edmonton de¬ 
serve sweeping new powers 
but not the power to tax their 
citizens in new ways, Premier 
Jim Prentice said Tuesday as he 
signed a pledge to build a new 
relationship between the Al¬ 


berta government and its two 
biggest cities. 

It was the second time in 28 
months that such a document 
was signed by Mayor Naheed 
Nenshi, but this time the other 
signatures were all different. 

Municipal Affairs Minister 
Diana McQueen’s name re¬ 
places that of her predecessor, 
Doug Griffiths, who publicly 
battled with Nenshi over muni¬ 
cipal issues as the previous plan 
for big-city charters fell apart. 

Edmonton Mayor Don Ive- 
son’s name replaces that of his 
predecessor, Stephen Mandel, 
who is now the Minister of 
Health and running in a by- 
election to become the MIA for 
Edmonton-Whitemud. 


And this time, there is a 
fourth signature on the docu¬ 
ment, one that wasn’t present 
previously — that of the pre¬ 
mier. Prentice pledged that this 
“framework agreement” on 
city charters would be different 
than the previous “memoran¬ 
dum of understanding” signed 
in June 2012. “This is not simply 
an agreement to agree,” he said. 
“There is a timeline attached 
and a specific scope of work.” 

The first phase of negotia¬ 
tions, which includes new pow¬ 
ers for mayors and city council 
— including the power to set 
local election laws and to estab¬ 
lish for-profit corporations to 
deliver local services — is to be 
complete by the spring of 2015. 


The second phase, to be 
completed by the fall of 2015, 
is aimed at aligning provin¬ 
cial and municipal policies on 
eveiything from the environ¬ 
ment to transportation to hous¬ 
ing. The third phase, which will 
develop a new “fiscal frame¬ 
work” for cities, has a spring 
2016 deadline. 

Prentice immediately 
slammed the door on one fis¬ 
cal idea that has been bandied 
about in past city-charter dis¬ 
cussions, however. 

The city charters “will in no 
way endorse or permit the cre¬ 
ation of new taxation powers,” 
he said. “To be clear: The gov¬ 
ernment is not contemplating 
additional taxes.”

Plaque erected 
for police dog and ‘loyal 
partner’ stabbed to death 


Oilsands. Auditor general 
says enviro-monitoring 
report late, full of holes 


A reminder of the sacrifice 
made by Quanto the police 
dog will permanently hang in 
the entrance of RCMP I< Div¬ 
ision headquarters. 

A memorial plaque hangs 
some 100 metres from where 
Quanto was stabbed a year ago 
yesterday. He was stabbed in 
the parking lot after chasing 
down a suspect who was flee¬ 
ing Edmonton police. 

“Police dogs are loyal part¬ 


ners who do what is asked 
of them. A year ago today, 
Quanto did what was asked 
and died because of it,” said 
RCMP Deputy Commissioner 
Marianne Ryan, commanding 
officer of the RCMP in Alberta, 
in a release. 

In Februaiy, the man who 
killed Quanto was sentenced 
to 26 months in prison for a 
string of criminal offences, in¬ 
cluding animal cruelty, metro 


The latest report by Alberta’s 
auditor general has found 
numerous shortcomings with 
a joint provincial-federal oil- 
sands monitoring program.

Union breaks off 
talks with AHS 

Negotiations between AHS 
and the union representing 
paramedics, lab technicians, 
social workers and pharma¬ 
cists have broken down.

Java genes. Harvard 
research indicates four 
are associated with 
how caffeine works as a 
stimulant and how the 
body breaks it down 


How much coffee do you drink 
eveiy day? One cup in the mor¬ 
ning? Or do you gulp it all day? 

Scientists have long known 
that your DNA influences how 
much java you consume. Now a 
huge study has identified some 
genes that may play a role. 

Their apparent effect is 
quite small. But variations in 
such genes may modify coffee’s 
effect on a person’s health, and 
so genetic research may help 
scientists explore that, said

Marilyn Comelis of the Harvard 
School of Public Health. She led 
the research. 

The project analyzed the 
results of about two dozen pre¬ 
vious studies with a combined 
total of more than 120,000 par¬ 
ticipants. Those participants 
had described how much coffee 
they drink a day, and allowed 


their DNA to be scanned. The 
new study looked for minute 
differences in their DNA that 
were associated with drinking 
more or less coffee. 

Researchers found eight 
such variants, two of which 
had already been linked to cof¬ 
fee consumption. 

Four of the six new vari¬ 
ants implicate genes that are 
involved with caffeine, either 
in how the body breaks it down 
or in its stimulating effects, the 
researchers said in a paper re¬ 
leased Tuesday by the journal 
Molecular Psychiatry. 

The two other newly im¬ 
plicated genes were a surprise 
because there’s no clear bio¬ 
logical link to coffee or caffeine, 
Comelis said. They are instead 
involved with cholesterol levels 
and blood sugar.

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RCMP death highligh ts PTSD issues 


The death of RCMP Cpl. Ron 
Francis, who helped draw 
attention to post-traumatic 
stress disorder among emer¬ 
gency first responders, is 
a terrible loss that under¬ 
scores the need to deal with 
the issue, the RCMP’s com¬ 
manding officer in New 
Brunswick said Tuesday. 

“It’s unfortunate that 
this condition, if you will, 
took over and consumed 
him, but he didn’t let go,” 


assistant commissioner 
Roger Brown told a news 
conference at RCMP head¬ 
quarters in Fredericton. 
“His goal was to try to make 
some sense of it himself and 
to bring an awareness to 
what this is all about.” 

Francis was found dead 
Monday afternoon at the 
Kingsclear First Nation. It 
appears no one else was 
involved in his death but 
Brown wouldn’t provide any 


details about the circum¬ 
stances of how Francis died. 

Brown said the police 
force was doing all it could 
to get Francis the support 
he needed, meeting with 
him as recently as Sunday. 

“I know there will be 
much speculation about 
why this happened and as¬ 
sumptions may be made,” 
Brown said. “Unfortunately 
this is not the outcome that 
I would’ve hoped for, that I 


would’ve anticipated.” 

Francis, who served with 
the Mounties for 22 years, 
made national headlines 
last year after he com¬ 
plained that he wasn’t al¬ 
lowed to smoke medicinal 
marijuana for PTSD while in 
uniform. 

He pleaded guilty last 
month to assaulting four 
fellow RCMP officers and 
was to be sentenced next

Transplanted 
womb baby 
doing well 


Mother. Told at 15 she 
had no womb, that she 
could never carry her 
own children 


The parents of the first baby 
born from a transplanted 
womb hope they can be an in¬ 
spiration to others struggling 
with infertility — but that’s 
not why they did it. 

After what they describe as 
a roller-coaster of a journey, 
the Swedish couple finally 
became parents last month, 
when the mother gave birth 
to a premature but healthy 
boy. For the couple, who 
spoke only on condition of 
anonymity because they don’t 
want their child to become a 
target of publicity, making 
histoiy was an afterthought. 

“Yes, we’re the first to do 
this, but that’s not the import¬ 
ant thing,” the mother told 
The Associated Press during 
an interview at her home, on 


condition that the exact loca¬ 
tion not be revealed. 

The important thing, she 
said, was that she has given 
birth to a son, more than two 
decades after being told that 
was medically impossible. 

“We’ve been through so 
many things I couldn’t con¬ 
trol, but now that this little 
fantastic boy is here I just feel 
relieved,” she said. 

As for the inspiration: “I 
want people to know that 
what they think is impossible 
can happen.” 

She said she still could not 
believe she is a mother, after 
discovering at 15 that she 
had no womb and being told 
that she would never carry 
her own children. Now 36, 
she was one of nine women 
to receive a transplanted 
womb last year in a ground¬ 
breaking trial led by Dr. Mats 
Brannstrom, a professor of 
gynecology and obstetrics at 
the University of Gothenburg 
and Stockholm IVF.

Islamic State of Iraq and al- 
Sham (ISIS) fighters were 
poised to capture a strategic 
Syrian town on the Turkish 
border, Turkey’s president 
warned Tuesday, even as 
Kurdish forces battled to 
expel the extremists from 
their footholds. 

The Kurdish fighters strug¬ 
gling to defend Kobani got a 
small boost from U.S.-led air- 
strikes against the militants 
that sent huge columns of 
black smoke into the sky. 
Limited coalition strikes 
have done little to blunt ISIS’ 
three-week offensive, and 
its fighters have relentlessly 
shelled the town in prepara¬ 
tion for a final assault. 

Warning that the aer¬ 
ial campaign alone was not

enough to halt ISIS’ advance, 
Turkish President Recep 
Tayyip Erdogan called for 
greater co-operation with 
the Syrian opposition, which 
is fighting both the extrem¬ 
ists and forces loyal to Syrian 
President Bashar Assad. 

“Kobani is about to fall,” 
Erdogan told Syrian refugees 
in the Turkish town of Gaz- 
iantep, near the border.

House of Commons gives green light to join ISIS fight 


One by one, Conservative MPs 
in the House of Commons led 
by Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper voted late Tuesday to 
join the war in Iraq, passing 
a controversial motion that 
clears the way for Canadian 
CF-18s to embark on airstrikes 
in the Middle East. 

After two days of debate, 
the motion to launch a combat 
mission against the militants 
of the Islamic State of Iraq and 
al-Sham (ISIS) passed 157-134. 

Some 155 Conservatives 


voted in favour of the motion, 
with the help of Independent 
MP Brent Rathgeber and Green 
MP Bruce Hyer, while the NDP 
and the Liberals were opposed. 
Liberal MP Irwin Cotier ab¬ 
stained from the vote. 

“We do not take this step 
lightly,” Harper said in a state¬ 
ment following the vote. 

“It is imperative that we act 
with our allies to halt (ISIS’) 
spread in the region and re¬ 
duce its capacity to launch 
terrorist attacks outside the 


region, including against Can¬ 
ada. 

“Our government has a 
duty to protect Canadians and 
to shoulder our burden in ef¬ 
forts to combat threats such as 
(ISIS). We must do our part.” 

Combat missions do not 
ordinarily require Commons 
approval, but Harper himself 
promised any combat mission, 
including airstrikes, would be 
subject to a debate and a vote. 

In a statement of his own 
after the vote, NDP Leader 


Tom Mulcair accused the Con¬ 
servatives of “plunging Can¬ 
ada into a prolonged war with¬ 
out a credible plan,” and said 
the motion — which expressly 
permits airstrikes in Syria, too, 
with Syrian approval — expos¬ 
es Canada to a bloody civil war 
in that country. 

“Time and again, Conserva¬ 
tives have refused to answer 
clear questions and been evas¬ 
ive on critical details of this 
mission,” Mulcair said.

The U.S. Drug Enforcement 
Administration set up a fake 
Facebook account using

Studies. Hands-free

Just because you can talk to your 
car doesn’t mean you should. 

Two new studies have found 
that voice-activated smart¬ 
phones and dashboard infotain¬ 


ment systems may be making 
the distracted-driving problem 
worse instead of better. 

The systems let drivers do 
things like tune the radio, send 
a text message, or make a phone 
call while keeping their eyes on 
the road and their hands on 
the wheel, but many of these 
systems are so error-prone or 
complex that they require more 
concentration from drivers rath¬ 
er than less, according to studies 
released Tuesday by the AAA 


Foundation for Traffic Safety 
and the University of Utah. 

One study examined info¬ 
tainment systems in some of 


the most common auto brands 
on the road: Chevrolet, Chrysler, 
Ford, Hyundai and Mercedes. 
The second study tested the 


Apple iPhone’s Siri voice system 
to navigate, send texts, make 
Facebook and Twitter posts, and 
use the calendar without hand¬ 
ling or looking at the phone. 

Apple and Google are work¬ 
ing with automakers to mesh 
smartphones with infotain¬ 
ment systems so that drivers 
can bring their apps, navigation 
and music files into their cars. 

Apple’s Siri received the 
worst rating, 4.14. Twice, test 
drivers using Siri in a driving 


simulator rear-ended another 
car. 

Chevrolet’s MyLinlc received 
the worst rating, 3.7, among the 
infotainment systems. 

Infotainment systems from 
three other automakers Mer¬ 
cedes, Ford and Chrysler also 
were rated more distracting for 
drivers than simply talking on 
a handheld cellphone. Most of 
the cars were 2013 model year 
vehicles.

Pesticides 
‘threat’ to 
ecosystem 

The widespread use of 
neonicotinoid pesticides by 
Ontario farmers, which has 
been finked to the deaths of 
bees, could have a “massive 
impact” on our ecological 
system, the province’s en¬ 
vironment watchdog warned 
Tuesday. 

“All the science is not done, 
but everything that I have be¬ 
fore me ... suggests to me that 
this is the biggest threat to the 
structure and ecological in¬ 
tegrity of the ecosystem that I 
have ever encountered in my 
life — bigger than DDT, ” said 
Environmental Commissioner 
Gord Miller as he released his 
annual report. 

Dichloro-diphenyl-tri- 
chloroethane was banned in 
Canada in 1972 because of 
environmental and safety con¬ 
cerns, and even Environment 
Minister Glen Murray admit¬ 
ted the neonicotinoid class 
of pesticides is “much more 
toxic” than DDT. 

“It is impacting not just 
colonizing bees, but wild bees, 
birds, soil health as well as 
frogs and other invertebrate 
aquatic life,” said Murray.

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MATH: THE NOBELIST OF PURSUITS 


It’s Nobel prize season again, the time of year that 
reminds us of the good things that can happen if we 
stick with math. 

This year’s physics prize winners include the 
three guys from Japan who invented LED lights, 
which have had an instant and illuminating impact 
on our world. 

Each scientist gets a cool eight million kronor 
(about $1.1 million), while a grateful planet gets a 
vastly more efficient lighting technology that just 
screws into the old one. 

LED (an acronym for light-emitting diode) lights 
last 10 times longer than fluorescent lights and 100 
times longer than bad old Thomas Edisons. This is 
significant because one-quarter of the world’s elec¬ 
tricity goes to lighting. 

LED lights have already taken over about 10 per cent of the 
lighting load, and the Lighting Research Center (you knew there 
would be one of those) estimates that will increase to 30 per cent

when the price comes down. 

That’s good for a few billion tonnes of green¬ 
house gas. 

Last year’s physics prize was pretty cool, too 
—it recognized the discovery of the elusive 
Higgs boson, one of the elemental particles of 
the universe, tracing its lineage back to the Big 
Bang. But you need Carl Sagan to explain what 
the little guy actually does, and, unfortunately, 
Carl’s no longer with us. 

The LED light, on the other hand, is conven¬ 
iently available at your local Canadian Tire store. 
Not only does it last 10 to 100 times longer than 
an old-fashioned bulb, it costs 10 to 100 times 
more. But you just screw it in the socket and for¬ 
get about it. It’s a race to see what lasts longer, 
you or your light bulb. 

This is obviously a problem, and someone in the lighting in¬ 
dustry is going to have to figure out how you make money from 


something that lasts forever. Right now, the generally accepted 
North American business plan is for cheap stuff that falls apart 
in three years. 

Still, the LED reminds us of the power of science and technol¬ 
ogy to change the world, just like that. Just when you think the 
grid is overextended and ready to blow the mother of all fuses, a 
scientist finds a way to increase capacity by 10 to 100 times. 

The idea that science will save us is not popular these days 
among the children of Hollywood, who have been raised on the 
notion that science will kill us if we’re not careful. Funny, but 
the technology-driven apocalypse is a lot more believable with 
the discovery of digital special effects. Some math nerd could 
win both a Nobel and an Oscar, but end up turning us against 
technological progress. Oh, the irony. 

So the LED prize comes at a crossroads in human evolution. 
As curiosity and freedom of thought are all under assault by 
people who flunked math, it’s a timely reminder that on its good 
days, science rules. 

Now, if only we can figure out what to do with a Higgs boson.

It’s a winding eight-hour 
bus ride across the Andes, 
where you feel the effects 
of the altitude and bone- 
chilling cold. 

After a motion-sickness- 
inducing descent into the 
Amazon basin, you then 
catch a motorized canoe 
for half an hour on the Rio 
Tinto, before being dropped 
into an environment that 
has tarantulas and snakes 
and sometimes 40-plus-de- 
gree heat. And this is after 
a full day of connecting 
flights from Canada to 


Quito, Ecuador. 

All to get here: Minga 
Eco Lodge. 

It’s the definition of re¬ 
mote, deep in the Amazon. 
This is the newest destina¬ 


tion in Me to We’s Volun¬ 
teer Adventure offerings, 
allowing volunteers to work 
alongside the Amazonian 
people and learn about the 
challenges they face. 


“This isn’t a luxury para¬ 
dise vacation, but what you 
will get out of this is the 
satisfaction of knowing ... 
you’ve been able to give 
someone something that’s 
greater than money — and 
that’s your time,” said Lau¬ 
ren Ott, manager of execu¬ 
tive projects with Free the 
Children. 

I’m tagging along with 
a group of seven Aimia 
employees on a corporate- 
sponsored trip to help build 
a school in the nearby vil¬ 
lage of Bella Vista Baja. Aim¬ 
ia is a loyalty management 
company that owns Aero- 
plan and supports a range 
of charitable endeavours 
from donations to employ¬ 
ee volunteer activities (for 
this trip, employees had to 
apply for a spot by writing 
an essay). 

Alberto Valdes, a man¬ 
ager at Aimia, wanted to 
come here because his 
mother is Ecuadorian. 

“Growing up, my mother 
always said how lucky we 
are to have what we have,” 
he said. 

“I thought I knew what 
that meant, but when I got 
(to Ecuador), I realized I

Valdes made a sacrifice 
of his own to be here: His 
wife is seven-and-a-half 
months pregnant. 

Being cut off from the 
outside world — there’s 
no Internet and no cell 
coverage, either — is chal¬ 
lenging, but he wants to 
be able to share these stor¬ 
ies with his kids so they’re 
aware of important issues 
from an early age. 

There are no roads here. 
Instead, we hop in a motor¬ 
ized canoe to get to Bella 
Vista Baja, a community 
where the only source of 
“clean” water is from a hose 
that comes up out of the 
ground in the middle of the 
school playground. 

There’s only one toilet 
in the entire commun¬ 
ity, which belongs to the 
wealthiest family. 

“Many of the indigenous 
people not only feel forgot¬ 
ten, but their infrastructure 
is very lacking,” said Ott. In 
the past, non-profits would 
come to areas like this with 
an attitude of “build it and 
they will come.” 

But without commun¬ 
ity consultation, they built 
things and no one came. 
Outhouses became sheds; 
wells dried up. 

Me to We’s model is dif¬ 
ferent, in that it requires 
sitting down with commun¬ 
ity leaders (not once, but six 
times) to find out what they 
need, rather than telling 
them what they need. 

The community is also 
required to either pay or 
supply the resources for 10 
per cent of every project. 

“Our hope is within five 
or six years we’re able to 
leave the community and 
they’re fully sustainable,” 
said Ott. 

In Bella Vista Baja, we’re 
helping to build a school, 
alongside a crew made up

“We wanted to create 
our own identity in the 
business-scape of Can¬ 
ada said Alden Hadwen, 
Aimia’s head of community 
engagement.

of locals. 

We cut, form and 
bind rebar to build, quite 
literally, the pillars of edu¬ 
cation. 

Cement (mixed by hand) 
will be poured over the re¬ 
bar to create pillars that 
will hold up the school. It’s 
back-breaking work with¬ 
out machinery. 

It will take six to seven 
months to complete one 
school, so our group will 
be one of many helping to 
make that happen. 

But, “it’s more than 
bending rebar all day,” said 
Ott. 

“It’s taking the time to 
show someone that they’re 
important enough that you 
took the time to meet them 
and learn their name.”

LICENSING PROGRAM 
CAN HELP REUNITE 
OWNERS AND PETS 

With its eyes set on returning even more 
pets back to their rightful owners, the City 
of Edmonton is reminding citizens to license 
their furry loved ones. 

While 35 per cent of cat owners and 65 per 
cent of dog owners currently license their 
pets, James Wilke, Edmonton’s director for 
animal care, says they would like to see that 
number even higher. 

“We want pet owners to have peace of 
mind that if and when their pets get out, we 


will be able to find their home. The reality is 
pets do get out and while we can usually find 
the animals, sometimes we have a harder 
time finding their owners.” 

The fees are $20 a year for a cat and $35 
a year for a dog, but if the animals aren’t 
spayed or neutered it will cost $75 annually. 
Not only does the affordable pet licensing 
program help reunite owners and their pets, 
the annual fee goes towards helping the 
8,000 animals that use the Edmonton animal 
facility each year. 

“Unfortunately, we can’t always find the 
owners if they don’t have a licence, so we 
have a lot of animals coming through the 
facility each year and we’d like to get them 
home.”

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EDUCATION SHAPES ATTITUDES 


The Edmonton Humane Society (EHS) is well- 
known for its commitment to help homeless 
and abused companion animals, facilitate 
adoptions and enrich the lives of people 
and animals. But the EHS also educates and 
enlightens those who adopt pets and people 
in the community overall, offering “humane 
education” programs to honour the vision of 
enhancing the quality of life for companion 
dogs, cats and other small animals. 

Humane society CEO Miranda Jordan- 
Smith says the EHS provides a strong pres¬ 


ence in Edmonton and the capital region for 
animal education, especially through popular 
birthday parties and kids day camps during 
spring break, summer and teacher’s conven¬ 
tion. There are also classes on pet first aid, 
choosing the right pet and the renowned Tel- 
lington Touch class on pet body awareness. 

“Early education shapes future attitudes, so 
there’s a lot of focus on kids and youth class¬ 
es,” Jordan-Smith says. “Our vision is to grow 
our programming beyond the Edmonton 
area, too, through the creation of e-learning 


webinars and courses, and continuing the 
reach of our monthly Pawdcasts.” 

The half-hour monthly podcasts on Shaw 
and the EHS YouTube channel touch on topics 
like creating safe outdoor winter shelters, 
signs of pet neglect, and many more. 

As the region’s main resource on pet and 
pet owner education, the Edmonton Humane 
Society further provides the public with in¬ 
formation specific to the pets they are adopt¬ 
ing, plus classes such as canine enrichment 
or added training as recommended.

1. In a large non-stick skil¬ 
let, heat oil over medium 
heat.

Add 
broccoli and red pepper and 
cook for 3 minutes or until 
beginning to soften. 

Add rice and water chest¬ 
nuts and cook for 2 minutes 


or until warmed through. 
Remove from heat and add 
2 tbsp (30 ml) of the tamari 
sauce, 1 tbsp (15 ml) of the 
vinegar and stir to combine. 
Let cool completely. Stir in 
egg white. 

2 . Using chef’s knife, slice 


turkey breast horizontally 
in half almost all the way 
through. 

Open like a book and 
using meat mallet, pound tur¬ 
key to about 1 inch (2.5 cm) 
thick.

Tip: If you want to use just 
the stuffing, simply make it 
as in the recipe and bake in 
a small casserole dish, cov¬ 
ered in a 350 F (180 C) oven 
for about 20 minutes to heat 
through and cook the egg. 

To cook wild rice, boil in 
salted water for 30 to 40 min¬ 
utes or until tender but firm.

Trim overhang and crimp 
pastry edges with fingers or 
a fork to seal. 

4 . In a blender or large 
bowl, combine pumpkin 
puree, maple syrup, coconut 
milk, arrowroot starch, oil, 
cinnamon, ginger, agar-agar, 
salt and nutmeg. Blend or 
whisk until smooth. 

5 . Pour filling into pie shell, 
using a spatula to smooth 
top. Bake in a 190 C (375 F) 
for 45 minutes. 

6. Let cool for about 30 



minutes before refrigerat¬ 
ing and let set for at least 4 
hours, and up to overnight, 
before slicing.

While the playoffs may be a 
bridge too far in 2014-15, the 
woebegone Edmonton Oilers 
know it’s time to demonstrate 
there’s light at the end of the 
tunnel. 

“There’s no question in my 
mind that we’re better, and 
we’re significantly better,” said 
general manager Craig Mac- 
Tavish after the final training 
camp cuts were announced. 

“But we’re closing a signifi¬ 
cant gap. We were a veiy poor 
team last year, a veiy flawed 
team. 

“So my optimism is muted 
by the fact that we have a sig¬ 
nificant distance to close to get 
into that (playoff) race.” 

The savvy fans, MacTavish 
said, understand. 

But many aren’t happy 
after eight consecutive years of 
poor finishes, no playoffs and 
empty promises. 

Some of the more disgusted 
took to tossing their oil-drop 
jerseys onto the ice at Rexall 
Place last year as the squad 
stumbled to a 29-44-9 record 
(28th in the NHL). 

MacTavish and second-year 
head coach Dallas Eakins re¬ 
sponded by refashioning the 
lineup with more size, youth 
and sandpaper. 

The wings remain the 
strength, led by Taylor Hall. 

The 22-year-old scored 27 
goals and added 53 assists last 
season, and is expected to join 
centre Ryan Nugent-Hopkins 


and Jordan Eberle on the top 
line. 

Eberle looks to rebound 
from a disappointing, inconsis¬ 
tent season (65 points). 

Nail Yakupov is coming off 
a forgettable year of bench- 
ings, subpar offence (24 points) 
and poor defence.

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Analytics rule the NHL

Pat yourself on the back. But if you bristle at the mention of odd new phrases such as 'Corsi rating' and ‘Fenwick Close,' and don't know what the heck 
we hockey media types have gabbed about all summer, keep reading. It's time for Advanced Stats 101. matt larkin/the hockey news

Corsi 


Developed by former NHLer-tumed-goalie 
coach Jim Corsi, who wanted to track how 
busy his goalies were, this is the most 
commonly used metric in 
advanced stats. It measures 
the differential of shots at¬ 
tempted by teams and play¬ 
ers versus their opponents’ 
total. That includes shots on 
goal, shots that miss the net 
and blocked shots. Corsi is an 
approximate way of measuring 
possession, as the team blasting 
more pucks at the opposing goal 
tends to have the puck more. The 
Kings had the best Corsi rating 
in the NHL last season, and they 
won the Stanley Cup. Correlations 
like that are why it’s time to take 
advanced stats seriously. 


Fenwick 


What good is a shot attempt if it boun¬ 
ces off a shin pad? That’s what Fenwick 
proponents argue.

MLB. Dodgers remain in 
drought as Cardinals go 
to fourth straight NLCS 


The St. Louis Cardinals tagged 
Clayton Kershaw in the sev¬ 
enth inning for the second 
straight time, riding Matt 
Adams’ go-ahead, three-run 
homer to a 3-2 victoiy over 
the Los Angeles Dodgers on 
Tuesday and a fourth con¬ 
secutive trip to the NL Cham¬ 
pionship Series. 

Following their 3-1 win in 
the best-of-five series, the Car¬ 
dinals await San Francisco or 
Washington with their rota¬ 
tion well-rested for the NLCS, 
which starts Saturday. They 
would open at home against 
the Giants or at the Nationals. 

Trevor Rosenthal allowed 
two runners in the ninth be¬ 
fore getting Carl Crawford on 
a game-ending groundout for 
his third save of the series. At 
AT&T Park in San Francisco, 
fans cheered when the rival 
Dodgers were eliminated. 

An overwhelming favour¬ 
ite to win his third NL Cy 
Young Award in four years, 
Kershaw’s October resume is 
a wreck, dropping to 1-5 with 
a 5.12 ERA in 11 post-season 
games, including three relief 
appearances early in his ca¬ 
reer. He’s lost four straight 
starts to St. Louis in the past 
two postseasons.

Zone starts 


Close 


Zone start percentages track player deploy¬ 
ment. Guys such as Brad Richards and Mike 
Ribeiro had some of the highest offensive 
zone start percentages in the league last sea¬ 
son, meaning their coaches were insulating 
them from playing defence by sending them 
out for most of their shifts in the offensive 
zone. A player with a low offensive zone 
start percentage who also has a high 
Corsi is a dominant presence, as it 
means he’s pushing the puck toward 
the other team’s net despite starting 
most of his shifts outside their zone. 


Don’t shrug it off if you see “close” attached 
to Corsi and Fenwick. Corsi Close and 
Fenwick Close track only shot attempts in 
tie games and games within one goal during 
the first and second periods. Why? Because 
blowouts skew the results. A team with a 
5-0 lead, for instance, will take its foot off 
the gas, leading to more opponent shot 
attempts, which renders the Corsi and 
Fenwick numbers less informative. We 
want to know which players and teams 
control possession more when all 
things are equal and each side is tiying 
its hardest to score.

When an automaker shaves 
weight off a truck, good 
things happen. Not only does 
fuel economy improve, but 
towing and payload capabil¬ 
ity increase. 

That’s the big news at 
Ford, where its all-new 2015 
F-150 has trimmed down by 
almost 320 kilograms over 
the previous model. 

That’s primarily due to an 
all-aluminum body and box, 
along with a redesigned steel 
frame that’s also much light¬ 
er than before. 

Although fuel figures 
aren’t yet available, Ford says 
to expect an improvement of 
5 to 20 per cent over the pre¬ 
vious model, depending on 
the engine. 

That lighter body also al¬ 
lowed engineers to add an 
all-new 2.7-litre EcoBoost V6 
engine, which uses two small 


turbochargers to crank out 
more power than many lar¬ 
ger engines when required, 
but which returns better fuel 
economy when full grunt 
isn’t needed. 

It also features start/stop 
technology, which shuts off 
the engine at idle, for even 
more fuel savings. 

Other engine options 
include two versions of a 
3.5-litre V6 — one turbo¬ 
charged, one not — and a 
5.0-litre V8. 

You really feel the weight 
difference when driving. The 


new F-150 feels agile, acceler¬ 
ates quickly, and brakes fast¬ 
er and better. Maximum tow¬ 
ing capacity is now 12,200 lb. 
(5,533 kg), up from 11,300 lb. 
(5,125 kg). 

The interior is also an 
improvement over the old 
model, but it’s not quite as 
spectacular as it could be, 
and bears considerable re¬ 
semblance to its Chevrolet 
Silverado rival. 

What does impress is how 
much attention Ford paid 
to the details, offering such 
standout features as rear 


doors that open 170 degrees 
on the SuperCab for easier 
entiy, LED spotlights on the 
mirrors that can be aimed to 
light up a campsite or work 
area, an electric liftgate that 
can be lowered with a button 
on the key fob, and a 360-de- 
gree camera that helps guide 
you to your trailer hitch. 

It won’t be long before the 
other auto makers chase this 
revolutionary (not evolution¬ 
ary) new truck. 

But, for now, the F-150 is 
definitely the leader of the 
pack.

No one can accuse Peugeot- 
Citroen of being full of hot 
air. In fact, the automaker’s 
latest technology is a breath 
of fresh air. 

Under pressure to 
meet a French initiative 
to develop an affordable 
vehicle that gets 2 L/100 1cm 
fuel efficiency by 2020, the 
company’s engineers took 
a deep breath, exhaled, 
and then got to work on a 
potential hybrid system that 
combines a gas-powered en¬ 
gine with a hydraulic motor 
running on compressed air. 

The technology was of¬ 
ficially revealed last year, 
but got another airing at 


this week’s Paris auto show, 
where two concept vehicles 
are showcasing the airy 
goods — the Peugeot 208 
Hybrid Air 2L and the Cit¬ 
roen C4 Cactus Airflow 2L. 

It’s no coincidence 
that both feature 2L in 
their names. As currently 
configured, with a plethora 
of fuel-saving technologies, 
both vehicles are said to be 
capable of achieving that 
fuel-efficient holy grail of 2 
L/100 1cm. 

Here’s how it works: 

A storage tank holding 
compressed nitrogen is con¬ 
nected to a hydraulic motor. 
When the pressurized nitro¬ 
gen is released, it forces oil 
through the motor, which 
turns the front wheels. 

The burst of energy is 
short — lasting way less 
than one kilometre. But 
recharge time is short, too: 
10 seconds or so. 

A pump recycles the 
nitrogen and oil back into 
the “charged” position, 
using energy from the gas 
engine and a regenerative 
braking system (which cap¬ 
tures the energy available

when coasting or braking 
to a stop — just like in a 
gas-electric hybrid). Also, 
like all hybrids, the vehicle 
can be propelled by 
air alone, gas 
engine alone, 
or a combina¬ 
tion. 

Both con¬ 
cept vehicles 
feature re¬ 
worked ver¬ 
sions of the 
automaker’s 
1.2-litre three- 
cylinder turbo¬ 
charged engine, 
and Peugeot-Citroen 
says the Air Hybrid technol¬ 
ogy reduces its already min¬ 
uscule fuel consumption by 
30 per cent. 

But its major claim to 
fame is how it achieves 
that 30 per cent reduction. 
Compared to a gas-electric 
hybrid, it does it with 
considerably less weight, 
complexity and cost. No 
big, heavy battery for one 
thing. It also has a greener 
manufacturing and recyc¬ 
ling footprint. 

The downside is it

doesn’t allow those long, 
silent and satisfying “totally 
green” kilometres afforded 
by gas-electric hybrids. The 
powertrain probably won’t 
run as smoothly, either. 

And, for now, the 
technology is only applic¬ 
able to smaller and lighter 
vehicles. 

But it is has an air of 
mystery about it that is 
very compelling. I hope it 
isn’t one of those promising 
innovations that disappear 
over time — into thin air.

Honda seeks to raise the bar for small-engine efficiency 

Honda’s newest 1.0-litre engine could set new standards for gas-engine efficiency. The Fi¬ 
nancial Express says the Japanese automaker is working on a global small engine for use 
in a new small car due to be launched in 2017. It will be offered in both turbocharged 
and non-turbocharged versions. Honda’s smallest current gasoline engine is the 1.2-litre 
four-cylinder unit in the Brio model, sold in markets including India, Indonesia and 
Thailand. It achieves combined city/highway fuel-consumption rating of 5.1 L/100 1cm. 
The new engine will complement a 1.5-litre diesel-turbo, also sold in Far East countries. 
Honda does produce a smaller 0.66-litre gasoline engine for its Kei-car range, but those 
vehicles are sold only in Japan, all stories and photos from wheelbasemedia.com 




Driving on orange peels for better grip 

Who says tires can’t benefit from natural ingredients? 

A Japanese tire maker has cut the amount of petroleum 
required in the production of its tires by using oil from 
orange peels. A continuation of Yokohama’s BlueEarth 
philosophy, the company says it infuses the rubber 
compound with oil extracted from orange peels. One 
of the stickiest substances found in the natural world, 
it helps improve the tires’ performance and longevity, 
while reducing the amount of petroleum used in the 
tire. Orange oil technology is now featured in Yoko¬ 
hama’s first tire application, the AVID Ascend series. 


Adding oil from orange peels to the rubber compound improves a 
tire’s performance and longevity, Yokohama suggests.
